After one meeting of the 
new commissioners for the purpose of agree- 
ing upon a general plan of organization, the 
emtire working force will ge to Panama, 
where their duties and their residences will 
hereafter be. Unless summoned hither by 
the secretary of war they Will not reappear 
in Washington save as individuals on leave 
of absence. Nor will the commission assem- 
ble as a whole, even after the completion 
of the transfer to the lathmus, except on 
specified oecasions, four times a year. The 
executive committee already mentioned will 
be in control, and the meetings in question 
are really intended for no other purpose than 
that of maintaining the metaphor of a com- 
mission and so complying in form with-the 
of the Ww.
